LONDON, June 18.—Andrew Bonar Law, chancellor of the exchequer, 
introducing a vote of credit for £500,000,000 in the House of Commons today, 
gave some figures regarding the total war credits which, with the present 
appropriation, would amount to £7,342,000,000, and announced that he 


Would postpone until tomorrow his statement on national expenditure, He 
then proceeded to give a review of the general situation. 
“The latest phase of the great struggle,’ he said, ‘is the Austrian 


offensive in Italy. It is part of an intense offensive, which has been carried 
on along the whole battlefront. Our enemies are right in thinking that a 
great success gained on the front would have far-reaching, perhaps decisive, 
results on the general battlefront in France. For that reason the general 
suspicion that the initiative came from Berlin, rather than from Vienna, L 
believe to be justified. 

“The offensive was launched by a very large number of Austrian divi- 
sions. A good deal more than half their total force on that front is engaged 
in the attack, All I say today is that after three days of fighting the attacks 
have failed, ‘

SASKATOON, Sask., June 18—One 
of the worst hail storms in the record- 
ed history of Saskatoon broke over the 
major portion of the city this evening, 
shattering window glass and strect 


lights and stripping vegetation but 
fortunately doing very slight injury 
to persons who were unfortunate 


; enough to be caught in the midst of it. 


_ The appearance of many parts, par- 
ticularly those streets facing the track 
of the cyclone, which came up from 
the southwest, is that of a beleagured 
city in the war zone. 
during the ten minutes duration of the

All day the weather had been 
cessively sultry, and around 6 o'clock 
there was every premonition of a 
storm brewing. 
hour afterwards it broke over 
city with tremendous fury. It seemed 
to follow the south Saskatchewan 
river, travelling ii an easterly direc- 
tion, The business section was severe- 
ly struck by the hail blast, and the tall 
warehouses and residential 
necessarily received the full fury of 
the bombardment, The residential 
district of Nutana, south of the river, 
was literally swept and scarcely a 
whole pane of glass was left in the 
windows exposed to the south 


Fill Rooms With Showers 

The large hail stones sent glass 
flying in splinters, tore window blinds 
and filled living rooms with showers 
of ice. Greenhouses and yerandahs 
were shattered to pieces, Much alarm 
was caused by the flerce bombardment 
and many sought the shelter of base- 
ments.

ef A Chance to Score. 


An Ottawa dispatch informs the 
country that the Government pro- 
poses to issue an official announce- 
ment shortly ‘‘dealing with the 
calling out of men engaged in agri- 
cultural pursuits,’’ and admits 
that ‘‘the position of the farmers 
has recently been engaging the 


attention of the cabinet council.’’ 
The news is hardly surprising 
enough to throw the public into 
consternation. In fact it might 
have been anticipated. The Minis- 
ters have been issuing official an- 
nouncements all spting dealing 
with the calling out of men engag- 
ed in agricultural pursuits, and 
there appeared rather good rea- 
sons why they should not stop just 
yet. In view of which succession 
of announcements, telling the far-

The Law Demands It, 


| A deputy registrar at Montreal 
says one reason for making a re- 
gistration of all the men and 
women in Canada is that the Gov- 
ernment intends to put everybody 
on-food rations,, That, may_be his 
idea of how to popularize the re- 
gistration scheme—there is no tell- 
ing what curious notions run in 
the head of a deputy registrar who 
thinks the sinking of food ships 
has made food scarce in 
Canada But it is to 
feared the effect of his sugges- 
tion will be in the opposite di- 
rection if it gains any wide cre- 
dence. There are not, in fact, 
many things that could be said 
more likely to make people un- 
willing to register than to tell 
them that the object was to put 
|them on an allowance of food in a 
country in which there is no short- 
age, and cannot in the nature of 
things be any shortage, except in 
certain kinds of exportable food- 
stuffs. But it is to be hoped that 
people will not refrain from regis- 
tering, whatever they may sur- 
mise to be the purpose of the regis- 
tration scheme, Unlike the late 
post-card enterprise engineered 
by Mr. R. B. Bennett, this regis- 
tration is compulsory,and failure to 
record one’s name involves liabil- 
|ity to fine and imprisonment, to- 
jgether with disfranchisement and 
other personal disabilities and in- 
conveniences numerous and both- 
;ersome. Whatever may be the pur- 
pose, registration is the law, and 
|violation of the law leaves one 
\liable to punishment, even though 
| the violation may be invited by the 
untimely suggestion of a Govern- 
ment employee.
